DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to the election of species filed on 2/14/2005. 

Response to the Election of Species 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species A, claims 8, 9, 12, 14 and 15, in 
the reply filed on 2/14/2005 is acknowledged. However, the newly submitted claim 31 is 
not a generic claims for claims 8-15. Examiner explained to Applicant that actual 
generic claim is claim 8, not claim 1 as indicated the last office action mailed on 
12/24/2004, because the claims 1-7 were withdrawn as the non-elect claims without 
traverse filed on 7/7/2004. It was a typo to indicate the generic claim. Examiner 
apologizes to applicant for unconvinced matter. 

2. Since generic claim 8 is allowable, claims 9-15, directed to the method for 
manufacturing an electromechanical sensor element, previously restricted from the 
election of species, are now subject to bring rejoined. Claims 8-15 are hereby rejoined 
and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

3. Claims 1-7 and 16-31 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
2/14/2005.

In the Claim 

Re. Claim 8: The phrase "the outer surface" as recited in line 3 appears to be -an 
outer surface-. 

The phrase "it" as recited in line 4 is not clear. Examiner suggests 
rewriting to -said sensor element-. 

The phrase "the dielectric film" as recited in line 7 is confused whether the 
dielectric film is the same "a film-like dielectric material" as recited in lines 3-4. Examiner 
suggests that if the dielectric film is the same as the film-like dielectric material" as 
recited in lines 3-4, then change the dielectric film to -the dielectric material- for 
consistency. 

The phrase "the signal electrode material" as recited in line 1 1 lacks 
antecedent basis. It appears to be -a signal electrode material-. 
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Re. Claim 14: The phrase "the electrode material" as recited in line 1 is not clear 
what the electrode material is indicated. Is it "the signal electrode material" or "film-like 
metallic electrodes"? Clarification is required. 

Re. Claim 15: The phrase "the aluminum electrode" as recited in line 2 lacks 
antecedent basis. It appears to be -an aluminum electrode--. 

Appropriate correction is required.
